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REPORT. 


We  feel  very  glad  and  grateful  to  be  able  to  say  that 
the  past  year  has  proved  very  prosperous  and  successful. 

The  health  of  the  children  has,  on  the  whole,  been 

exceedingly  good  ;  and  pleasant  homes  have  been  found 

for  man}’  little  ones  whose  parents  were  dead  or  unable 

to  take  care  of  them.

We  feel  more  strongly  every  year  how  much  good  is 
done  by  our  Home  by  taking  children  temporarily.  They 
are  kept  for  different  periods  of  time  :  usually  not  less 
than  a  week,  and  sometimes  stretching  into  months. 
Many  a  tired,  weary  mother  is  relieved  in  this  way  from 
the  care  and  noise  of  the  children,  and  is  thus  enabled 
to  gain  strength  to  again  welcome  her  little  ones  home. 
And  very  often  it  has  happened  that  we  have  taken  chil¬ 
dren  to  enable  a  mother,  suffering  from  disease,  to  receive 
the  benefit  of  the  relief  and  help  furnished  by  the  hospi¬ 
tals  of  our  city'.  At  one  time  during  the  past  year  fifteen 
of  our  inmates,  representing  seven  different  families, 
were  with  us  for  this  latter  cause.  Frequently  the  city 
missionaries  have  come  to  our  Home  saying  that  a  family 
cannot  pa}'  their  rent,  and  are  turned  into  the  street,  fur¬ 
niture  and  all,  that  they  can  provide  for  the  parents  if  we 
will  take  the  children.  It  also  sometimes  happens  that 
families  come  to  Boston  in  search  of  work,  and  much 
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help  is  afforded  them  by  finding  a  quiet,  comfortable  place 
in  the  Home  to  leave  their  children  while  they  find  a  house 
or  rooms  in  which  to  care  for  them. 

Children  are  frequently  taken  for  a  few  days,  even 
three,  four,  or  five  of  one  famil}',  their  mother  having 
died,  until  their  father  can  find  a  friend  or  relative  to 
look  after  them. 

A  missionary  from  the  West  End  found  a  family  in 
great  destitution.  The  father  had  gone  to  California, 
and  had  not  been  heard  from  for  over  two  years,  leaving 
his  wife  with  four  little  girls.  The  mother  went  out  to 
work,  and,  laboring  beyond  her  strength,  one  day  fainted 
at  her  task.  She  was  carried  home,  and  the  children 
were  brought  to  us.  She  returned  too  soon  to  her  work, 
and  again  broke  down,  her  health  being  still  further 
endangered  b}'  living  in  an  unhealthy  localit}’  on  account 
of  the  cheapness  of  the  rent.  She  was  taken  to  the  hos¬ 
pital,  and,  after  some  time,  to  the  Convalescent  Home,  the 
children  remaining  with  us  for  seven  months.  She  is 
now  able  to  support  her  little  girls,  and  keep  them  to¬ 
gether.  When  the  parents  cannot  support  their  children, 
or  they  are  left  orphans,  we  try  to  find  homes  for  the 
little  wanderers,  and  many  bright,  pleasant  homes  have 
been  found  ;  and  not  only  the  children  made  comfortable 
and  happy,  but  the  parents  adopting  them  have  found 
real  blessings  in  their  little  charges,  and  have  been  amply 
repaid  for  the  time  and  trouble  spent  in  tending  and  edu¬ 
cating  the  children  the}'  have  taken  for  their  own. 

As  far  as  is  possible,  we  like  to  keep  the  children  of 
one  family  together. 

Nearly  a  year  and  a  half  ago  five  children  out  of  a 
family  of  six  were  brought  to  the  Home  from  a  neighbor¬ 
ing  city,  in  whom  we  became  much  interested.  The  father 
was  intemperate:  the  mother,  a  nice,  respectable  woman, 
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had  recently  died.  They  were  bright,  intelligent-looking 
children,  especially  the  eldest,  a  dark-eyed  little  girl  of 
ten  years,  and  very  affectionate,  and  thoughtful  of  one 
another.  A  lady  from  Maine,  a  widow,  wished  to  adopt 
one  of  them,  and,  fearing  the  child  would  be  lonely, 
decided  to  take  another;  then,  thinking  it  would  be  a 
great  pit}'  to  separate  three  little  sisters  who  loved  each 
other  so  tenderly,  she  took  the  three  little  girls.  The 
lady  called  recently  at  the  Home,  and  says  it  has  proved 
.  the  happiest  year  of  her  life,  although  she  has  had  to 
work  harder  than  ever  before.  She  means  to  educate 
them,  and  make  good  women  of  them.  Her  neighbors 
wish  to  take  one  of  them,  but  she  will  not  separate  them. 
The  brother  of  these  little  girls,  a  boy  of  two  years,  was 
received  into  a  nice  home  ;  and  his  adopting  parents  mean 
to  have  him  brought  up  to  know  and  love  his  sisters. 
The  fifth  child,  a  baby  only  about  a  year  old,  was  very 
delicate,  and  died  soon  after  coming  to  the  Home.  An 
older  sister,  who  through  the  help  of  friends  was  able  to 
do  something  in  her  own  support,  is  permitted  to  visit 
and  communicate  with  her  sisters. 

This  is  not  the  only  case  where  three  children  of  one 
family  have  gone  to  the  same  home.  One  lady  has  taken 
five  children  from  the  Home,  her  object  being  to  so  edu¬ 
cate  them  that  they  may  have  some  occupation  to  turn  to 
for  self-support  if  she  should  be  taken  away.  One  of 
these  young  people  expects  soon  to  be  married,  and  the 
lady  thinks  of  taking  another  to  fill  her  place. 

A  lady  took  a  little  boy,  and,  the  own  mother  being 
obliged  afterwards  to  give  up  her  little  girl  also,  we  wrote 
to  the  lady  asking  if  she  knew  of  a  good  home.  She 
wrote  back  that  she  would  take  the  child  herself,  which 
we  were  very  glad  to  have  her  do. 

Our  correspondence  is  very  large,  as  we  try  to  keep  in 
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communication  with  every  child  adopted  until  the}-  become 
of  age.  Our  good  matron,  “Auntie  Gwynne,”  as  all 
the  children  call  her,  and  many  of  the  elders  as  well,  has 
faithfully  filled  her  position  of  responsibility  for  thirt}'-five 
years,  and  has  seen  man}-  who  first  came  to  her  as  little 
children  grow  up,  many,  and  become  surrounded  by  fami¬ 
lies  of  their  own. 

One  young  girl  went  to  California  for  her  health  with 
the  ladjT  who  adopted  her,  met  there  a  young  Englishman, 
whom  she  married,  and  is  now  veiy  pleasanll}T  situated. 
Mrs.  Gwynne  received  a  nice  letter  from  her  several 
months  ago,  telling  her  that  she  had  a  very  pleasant  home 
and  a  lovely  little  boy  three  months  old. 

A  lady  from  the  far  West  writes  our  president,  “  I  will 
now  write  you  and  the  dear  matron  a  few  words  of  my 
little  pet.  You  would  not  know  her  now,  she  has  grown 
so.  We  almost  worship  her,  and  she  is  as  happy  as  she 
can  be,  but  very  delicate,  needs  the  best  of  care.  All 
here  think  she  is  my  own  little  girl.  May  God  spare  her 
to  me,  and  may  I  be  spared  to  her,  is  my  most  earnest 
prayer.” 

A  gentleman  writes  us  concerning  a  little  bo}T  he  and 
his  wife  have  taken  :  “  We  think  a  great  deal  of  the  little 
fellow,  and  he  is  happy  and  contented  with  us.  He  calls 
us  papa  and  mamma,  and  seems  to  remember  no  other. 
He  is  growing  fast,  and  is  remarkably*  smart  and  active  : 
he  is  on  the  move  the  whole  day.” 

These  and  similar  letters  constant^  received,  are  a 
great  source  of  encouragement  to  us  in  our  work. 

We  wish  to  thank  all  our  kind  friends  who  have  helped 
us  during  the  past  year,  either  by  their  interest  in  our 
Home,  their  money,  their  many  gifts  of  clothing,  books, 
toys,  and  many  needful  articles  sent  for  our  use,  and 
hope  that  during  the  years  to  come  we  may  so  carry 
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on  our  work  that  their  interest  may  be  increased  j’ear 
by  year. 

We  wish  to  acknowledge  our  indebtedness  to  Dr.  A.  T. 
Cabot  for  his  kindness  and  care  of  our  children  when  ill¬ 
ness  has  rendered  his  presence  necessary,  and  to  the 
Boston  Young  Men’s  Christian  Union  for  the  benefit  of 
the  u  Country  Week”  and  the  carriage  drives  they  have 
so  kindly  provided  for  the  children,  whereby  their  health 
has  improved,  and  much  enjoyment  been  afforded  them. 

Christmas  has  again  brought  its  happiness  and  good 
cheer,  and  the  lives  of  the  little  ones  been  brightened  by 
the  kind  invitations  to  the  Christmas-trees  of  the  Second 
and  Ilollis-street  churches  and  the  Old  Colony  Mission ; 
and  their  eyes  have  sparkled  at  the  sight  of  the  pretty 
gifts  provided  for  their  pleasure  and  comfort. 

The}T  also  enjoyed  a  happy  afternoon  in  our  own  parlor 
in  Christmas  festivities. 

With  the  praj’er  that  God  will  bless  our  work  for  his 
children,  we  offer  our  Report  for  1883,  with  the  following
